THE  KALAMAZOO  RIVER  BANK  - Aliegan,  Ml  ( $ 3 note  on  the  cover). 

The  uncut  sheet  illustration  shown  here  is  the  only  know  sheet  exam- 
ple of  The  Kalamazoo  River  Bank.  Bowen  lists  the  $3  and  $5  notes  as 
unique  and  the  $2  note  as  very  rare,  with  2 to  4 known.  The  engravers 
of  this  sheet  were:  Rawdon,  Wright  & Hatch,  NY  that  later  merged  with 
others  to  form  the  American  Bank  Note  Company. 

The  Kalamazoo  River  Bank  was  partially  organized  in  1838,  but  this 
bank,  which  would  have  been  the  second  in  Allegan,  never  opened  for 
business  and  no  notes  were  signed  or  ever  placed  into  circulation. 


Very  few  facts  are  known  about 
The  Kalamazoo  River  Bank.  It  is 
suspected  that  Jacob  B.  Bailey 
was  one  of  the  organizers.  Bailey 
and  a group  of  Allegan  residents 
wrote  Gov.  Stevens  T.  Mason  a let- 
ter dated  April  20,  1 838,  petition- 
ing for  the  establishment  of  a state 
bank  in  Allegan  County.  For  some 
unknown  reasons  this  bank  was 
never  opened.  Bailey  later  in  1 839 
gained  control  of  the  only  existing 
bank  in  Allegan,  The  Allegan  Bank. 
This  may  be  the  reason  that  he 
never  completed  The  Kalamazoo 
River  Bank.  What  ever  happened  to 
all  the  notes  that  were  printed? 
Were  al  but  a very  few  destroyed?

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OCCUPATION  MONEY  BECOMES  LEGAL  TENDER  IN  LITHUANIA 

John  Glynn,  London,  England 

INTRODUCTION 

Lithuania  originated  around  the  5th  and  6th  century  A.D.,  when  a 
group  of  people  occupied  the  provinces  of  Kaunas  (Kowno),  Vilnius 
(Wilno),  Suvalkai  (Suvalki),  Gardinas  (Grodno)  and  land  along  the 
Nemunas  (Nieman)  River.  These  people,  known  collectively  as  Liths, 
became  on  of  the  largest  independent  nations  in  medieval  times. 

In  1385  Lithuania  and  her  neighbor  Poland,  through  marriage  reached 
an  allinance  which  lasted  until  1 569,  when  under  the  Union  of  Lublin, 
Lithuania  lost  her  independence  and  shared  her  common  history  with 
Poland.  During  this  period  the  united  countries  persisted  to  make  up  the 
most  splendid  chapter  in  their  history.  The  most  important  event  was 
the  glorious  victory  over  the  German  Order  of  the  Teutonic  Knight, 
when  in  1410,  in  the  battle  Grunwald  at  Tannenburg  (now  East 
Prussia),  Vytautas  The  Great,  Grand  Duke  of  Lithuania  and  his  cousin 
Jogaila,  King  of  Poland,  joined  forces  to  defeat  the  powerful  Teutonic 
Order. 

The  union  with  Poland  lasted  over  400  years  and  ended  in  1795, 
when  the  big  powers  of  Austria,  Prussia  and  Russia  annexed  both  na- 
tions with  Lithuania  going  to  Russia. 

WORLD  WAR  1 PERIOD 

After  120  years  of  Russian  rule,  Lithuania  found  her  land  again  oc- 
cupied, this  time  by  Germany.  The  German  military  force  remained  in 
Luthuania  for  the  next  five  years  and  led  to  her  gaining  her  in- 
dependence. 

On  June  28,  1914,  Archduke  Franz  Ferdinand,  heir  to  the  throne  of 
Austria/ Hungary  was  assassinated  by  Gavrile  Princip,  a Serbia  na- 
tionalist student,  while  on  a visit  to  Sarajevo,  capital  of  Bosnia.  The  shot 
was  heard  around  the  world  and  plunged  Europe  into  civil  war,  which 
eventually  included  other  continents  throughout  the  globe.  By  August 
of  that  same  year  Europe  became  a battle  ground.  The  strength  of  the 
central  powers  of  Austria/ Hungary  and  Germany  were  too  much  for  the 
allies  of  France  and  Russia.  Germany  and  her  military  power  advanced 
almost  at  ease  through  Russia.  By  September  191  5,  Lithuania  and  her 
Baltic  neighbors  (Estonia  and  Latvia)  and  other  eastern  Europe  coun- 
tries which  were  ruled  by  Tsarist  Russia  were  occupied  by  the  German 
Army  Military  Force.  The  German  authorites  in  accordance  with  their 
usual  practice,  pillaged  and  severly  ravaged  the  land,  confiscated  farm 
produce,  causing  severe  poverty  and  damage.  Due  to  the  military 
mishandling,  the  economy  collasped  in  less  than  six  months. 

OCCUPATION  CURRENCY 

The  currency  in  circulation  in  Lithuania  at  the  outbreak  of  World  War  I 
was  the  Russian  rouble,  but  with  the  German  occupation  the  Reichmark 
was  introduced.  The  German  forces  were  trying  to  get  the  Lithuanian 
people  to  accept  the  German  currency  as  legal  tender.  A decree  was 
proclaimed,  which  made  the  German  mark  equally  acceptable  with  the 
Russian  rouble.  The  exchange  rate  was  2.16  German  marks  to  one  Rus- 
sian gold  rouble,  and  1 .66  German  marks  for  one  paper  rouble.  The  peo- 
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pie  were  unwilling  to  part  with  the  Tsarist  rouble  and  they  considered 
the  currency  better  than  the  German  mark,  and  therefore  began  hording 
the  rouble.  The  mark  had  no  gold  backing  while  the  rouble  had  0.775 
grams  of  pure  gold  per  rouble. 

In  order  to  release  the  German  mark  from  this  occupied  area,  the  Ger- 
mans created  their  own  imperial  loan  bureau.  In  April  1916,  by  special 
decree,  the  Supreme  Commander  of  the  Eastern  Front 
(Oberbefehlshaber  Ost)  whose  headquarters  was  in  Kaunsas,  opened 
the  Darlehnskasse  Ost  ( loan  bank  of  the  east)  in  Poznan  ( Posen ),  Poland 
as  a civilian  agency,  and  created  a special  department  of  Ostbank  Fur 
Handel  und  Gewerbe  (eastern  bank  for  trade  and  industry).  The  func- 
tion of  the  bank  was  to  supply  easy  credit  by  making  loans  to  mer- 
chants, and  supplying  a currency  system,  issue  of  the  ob-ost  rouble 
( better  known  as  the  ost  rouble)  in  Lithuania  and  other  occupied  eastern 
nations,  to  try  and  get  the  people  to  trade  their  Russian  roubles  for  the 
ob-ost  rouble  or  German  marks.  The  official  rate  of  exchange  of  the  ost 
rouble  was  one  ost  rouble  to  one  Russian  rouble  or  two  German  marks. 
The  Germans,  however,  implemented  a program  by  withholding  essen- 
tial needs  (salt,  sugar,  etc.)  from  the  markets.  They  were  sold  under  the 
supervision  of  the  military  and  were  purchased  with  the  payment  of 
goid  only.  Two  tier  system  of  offering  a higher  exchange  of  German 
marks  for  Russian  roubles  was  unsuccessful. 

On  June  26  of  the  same  year,  a branch  of  the  Easter  State  Loan  Office 
was  established  in  Kaunas,  as  an  independent  bank.  The  German 
military  authority  authorized  the  first  issue  of  occupation  money  in

The  notes  were  dated  Posen,  April  17,  1916,  and  became  legal 
tender  in  Lithuania  on  August  6 of  the  same  year.  This  occupation 
money  was  to  continue  for  the  next  six  years.  The  German  authorities 
issued  100,000,000  roubles  and  the  money  was  authorized  to  be 
taken  out  of  the  country,  provided  valuables  of  precious  metal,  non- 
perishable  goods  and  Russian  roubles  were  deposited.  The  notes  were 
therefore  considered  receipts,  and  the  Lithuanian  people  labelled  the  oc- 
cupation currency  "Fiat  Money". 

The  front  of  the  notes  were  printed  in  German  while  the  back  was  in 
three  languages  (Lithuanian,  Latvian  and  Polish).  Three  signatures  ap- 
peared on  the  notes.  Two  of  the  signatures  were  German,  Hamburger 
and  Kaufmann,  while  the  third,  Michalowsky,  was  Polish.  Very  little  is 
known  about  these  three  men. 

The  reverse  of  the  20  kopek  shows  an  incorrect  text  "Peezde  Mit 
Kapeiki".  The  50  kopek  was  issued  in  two  series,  one  with  the  incorrect 
text  while  the  other  series  showed  the  correct  text  "Peezis  Mit 
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Kapeikas".  Two  series  of  the  1 and  3 rouble  were  also  issued  with  the 
correct  word  "Sihme"  and  the  mispelled  word  "Sime"  (Sihme,  a Lat- 
vian word,  changed  to  Sime  in  1921 ).  The  back  of  the  bank  notes  state 
"Territory  of  the  Commander  in  Chief  in  the  east"  and  "that  whosoever 
falsifies  or  imitates  or  puts  such  notes  into  circulation  will  be  punished 
with  prison  up  to  eight  years". 

With  the  unsuccessful  attempt  of  getting  the  Russian  rouble  con- 
verted to  the  ost  rouble,  the  German  administration  promised  to  redeem 
ost  roubles  with  genuine  Russian  roubles  put  into  circulation  by  the 
Darlehakasse  Ost,  but  this  promise  was  retracted  in  March  1917.  The 
German  military  authorities  decided  to  transfer  the  bank.  On  March  30, 
1917,  the  Darlehakasse  Ost  in  Posen,  Poland,  was  moved  to  Kaunas, 
Lithuania,  as  an  independent  bank  of  issue  under  the  German  Military 
Authority.  The  bank  was  backed  by  a loan  of  100  million  ost  marks 
given  by  Germany.  The  ost  rouble  was  replaced  by  the  new  currency. 
The  bank  issued  paper  money  in  denominations  of:

The  notes  were  dated  April  4,  1918  and  were  printed  by  the  same 
company  as  the  ost  rouble,  which  was  Giesecke  and  Devrient  in  Leipzig, 
Germany.  They  also  had  the  same  text  and  the  same  three  languages. 
The  100  and  1000  marks  (also  the  100  ost  rouble)  were  however, 
printed  by  Reichsdruckerei,  in  Berlin,  Germany.  The  1000  mark  is  the 
largest  denomination  and  was  issued  in  two  series.  The  first  issue  was 
circulated  with  the  above  issues  prior  to  Lithuanian  independence  as  oc- 
cupation money,  and  can  be  identified  with  six  control  numbers.  The  se- 
cond series  was  issued  after  Lithuania  became  a new  Republic  and  cir- 
culated as  legal  tender.  It  will  show  severr  control  numbers.  All  notes 
were  signed  by  Marwitz,  Moritz  and  Fischer,  the  latter  a director  of  the 
loan  bank  and  one  of  the  negiotators  in  arranging  a loan  after  her  in- 
dependence. 

NEW  REPUBLIC 

fn  September  1917,  the  former  govenors  of  Kaunas,  Vilnius  and  por- 
tions of  Grodno,  Moghilev  and  Vitebak  met  in  the  Capital  Vilnius,  for 
discussions  on  the  future  liberation  of  Lithuania.  In  January  1918,  the 
national  leaders  of  Lithuania  put  forward  a 1 4 point  declaration  of  rights 
which  offered  support  to  seek  self  determination  and  independence  in- 
spired the  elect  council. 

On  February  16,  1918,  Lithuania  gained  her  independence.  She 
notified  Russia,  Germany  and  other  nations  she  has  declared  the  rupture 
of  all  ties  which  formerly  bound  the  state  to  other  nations.  A free  elec- 
tion was  held  and  the  people  voted  112  delegates  to  represent  the 
assembly  (siemas).  The  task  of  the  new  republic  was  to  rebuild  a new 
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financial  economy  and  to  re-establish  a new  way  of  life.  Lithuania  found 
herself  with  no  paper  or  printing  equipment  and  therefore  was  unable  to 
introduce  her  own  paper  money.  The  government  negiotated  with  Ger- 
many to  continue  to  use  the  Darlehnskasse  Ost  mark  and  to  receive  a 
loan  of  10  million  marks  at  five  percent  interest  until  the  Lithuania  bank 
of  issue  could  be  organized.  165  million  ost  marks  were  in  circulation  at 
the  time.  The  ost  mark  which  had  been  occupation  money  was  now 
considered  legal  tender  of  the  new  republic. 

In  1919  the  Lithuanian  Government  introduced  a new  currency 
system  by  establishing  the  auksinas  containing  100  skatiku.  Although 
no  paper  money  was  issued  in  aukinas  and  stakiku,  the  system  was  us- 
ed for  postage  stamps  and  keeping  accounts.  The  ost  mark  continued  to 
circulate  but  was  called  aukinas  and  stakiku,  until  new  currency  reform 
was  introduced. 

The  rate  of  exchange  of  the  ost  mark  in  1918  was  eight  marks  to  the 
United  States  dollar.  In  1 91 9 it  began  to  fall  rapidly  against  other  curren- 
cies. This  caused  an  increase  in  the  number  of  notes  in  circulation  and  by 
1922  the  ost  marks  circulating  reached  and  astronomical  total  of 
3,500,000  million.  In  the  same  period  the  rate  of  exchange  declined 
rapidly.  By  1922  it  had  reached  1 ,650  marks  to  the  dollar. 

Most  countries  in  Europe  were  facing  monetary  crisis,  and  one  of  the 
first  to  stabalize  her  currency  was  Lithuania,  by  introducing  a national 
currency  to  replace  the  faulty  one. 

On  August  11,  1922,  a special  law  was  passed  to  establish  the 
Lietuvos  Banka  (Bank  of  Lithuania).  A new  currency  was  introduced 
and  was  called  "Litas",  containing  100  centu  and  was  equivalent  of 
0.1  54062  grams  of  gold  (1  litas  equalled  ten  cents  of  the  United  States 
dollar). 

The  old  currency  was  collected  and  exchanged  at  various  rates 
depending  on  what  month/day  the  rate  of  exchange  was  made.  The 
redemption  of  the  ost  mark  at  this  time  was  almost  worthless.  The  end 
of  the  ost  mark  saw  the  end  of  Lithuania's  severe  inflationary  crisis. 

The  writer  would  be  interested  in  any  additional  information  about  the 
ob-ost  notes.

Numismatic  Society's  1979  Fall  Convention  and  Coin  Show  in 
Dearborn.  It  looked  very  interesting  and  I have  been  trying  to  identify  it 
ever  since.  No  luck,  so  far.  I had  orginally  thought  it  looked  like 
Andrew  Jackson,  but  it  is  not.

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U.S.  PAPER  MONEY 

Joseph  J.  Newman 

To  paraphrase  the  words  of  Abraham  Lincoln  — we  cannot  please  all 
our  readers  all  the  time,  but  we  can  try  to  please  most  of  our  readers 
most  of  the  time. 

I have  put  together  a piece  that  I trust  may  be  helpful  and  informative 
to  our  readers. 

Paper  money  collecting  has  all  the  charms  and  attractions  collecting 
has. 

The  idosyncrasies  of  collecting  are  endless,  I have  listed  a few  and  trust 
you  will  like  what  you  read. 

There  are  "STAR  NOTES",  replacements,  Palindrome  or  "Radar 
Notes",  IE,  reading  the  numbers  the  same  both  ways. 

There  are  misprints  so  numerous  I cannot  list  them  ail,  many  with  8 
digits  that  are  different,  blank  spaces  thru  folded  paper,  blank  reverse 
and  obverse,  Ink  spots  thru  dirt  or  Ink  residue,  these  too  are  so 
numerous  it  would  be  monotomous  to  name  them  all,  so  I'll  leave  it  to 
you  and  your  own  ideas. 

Then  there  is  collecting  by  Federal  Bank  number  and  disctict,  then  of 
course  listings  double,  triple,  quadrupal  and  so  on  of  the  numbers  begin- 
nings and  endings. 

Of  course  we  must  not  forget  the  Sectetary  of  the  Treasurery  and 
Treasurer  by  date,  and  series  A.B.C.  etc.,  etc.  serial  letter,  which 
follows  the  serial  number. 

Of  course,  most  Paper  Money  collectors  know  the  first  letter  refers  to 
the  Bank  and  Area,  such  as  1 -A  Boston,  2-B  New  York,  and  so  on 
through  12-L  San  Francisco. 

One  of  the  few  people  to  write  me  collects  the  Bills  by  Face  Plate 
number  and  rear  plate  number,  this  must  involve  a lot  of  writing  and  a 
great  deal  of  collecting. 

There  is  also  the  position  of  the  32  subject  sheet  layout  — it  too  has  so 
many  ways  of  collecting. 

May  I now  pass  on  a few  of  our  own  Washington  Bureau  printing  pro- 
cedures. 

The  printing  today  is  done  by  the  Intaglio  Printing  — back  and  front  In- 
cised design.  First  printing  consists  of  the  serial  number,  Treasurer's 
Seai,  Federal  Bank  Designation  by  the  Typographical  process  of  two 
color  rotary  presses. 

The  back  or  reverse  is  printed  in  Green  One  day,  then  the  Face  or 
Obverse  is  printed  in  Black  the  next  day,  then  a special  drying  is  used. 

This  whole  printing  is  referred  to  as  the  acronym  C.O.P.E.  system 
"Currency"  Overprinted  Processed  Equipment". 

Our  Federal  Treasury  Printing  Department  takes  care  of  all  the  75 
agencies  and  their  independents  and  prints  more  than  800 
miscellaneous  items.  Presidents  invitation  postage  stamps,  Liquor 
stamps,  to  name  a few. 

The  Bureau  runs  24  Mrs.  a day  and  employs  over  3000  persons  and 
covers  over  25  acres  of  floor  space. 

Did  you  know  that  when  bills  are  of  no  more  use  thru  delapidation, 
thru  wear  and  tear  and  general  use  the  Paper  Money  is  cut  in  half 
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lengthwise  by  perforation  and  sent  to  the  department  of  the  Treasury 
and  after  confirmation  of  the  lower  halves  being  destroyed  then  they 
too  are  destroyed  but  only  after  verification,  of  Genuiness,  Kind,  Value 
and  number  of  Pieces. 

Here  too  are  a historical  things  I found  while  looking  up  these  facts. 

The  Seal  on  our  Paper  Money  came  from  a design  suggested  by  Sir 
John  Prestwick  of  England  while  negotiation  a peace  treaty  with  Presi- 
dent John  Adams  in  1779  and  our  present  seal  first  appeared  in  1 966 
after  the  original  of  1 779. 

The  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  came  into  existance  on  August 
29th  1862. 

In  1 863,  Simon  P.  Chase  suggested  to  the  Director  of  the  Mint  about 
the  motto  "In  God  We  Trust".  It  did  not  become  lawfully  the  motto  of 
the  United  States  until  July  11th  1955. 

And  here  is  the  brief  story  of  how  the  name  Dollar  came  to  be  our  Na- 
tional monetary  name. 

Early  in  the  1 6th  Century  the  Count  of  Schlik  in  the  valley  of  Thai  in 
Bohemia  started  minting  his  own  Silver  Coins.  Owing  to  the  Uniformity, 
standard  size  and  weight  and  good  minting  they  were  accepted  thru  out 
the  old  and  new  world. 

Naturally  with  all  the  different  accents  and  dialogues  there  were 
many  problems  in  the  pronouncitation  of  these  coins. 

They  were  named  Schlickenthalers  and  Guldenthalers.  As  time  went  on 
the  name  was  abbreviated  to  Thalers  and  of  course  this  again  met  with 
pronunciation  difficulties  and  naturally  Taylers  was  accepted  and 
known  to  be  one  of  these  Coins  Schlickenthalers  with  all  the  different 
accents  and  Peoples  here  in  the  New  World  Tayers  became  Dalers  and 
eventually  Dollars  by  pronounciation  and  in  1785  the  United  States 
Congress  adopted  the  Dollar  and  Decimal  System  as  the  United  States 
monotary  system. 

I close  this  short  essay  with  the  comments  that  the  Paper  Money  Col- 
lectors have  a vast  and  prolific  hobby  to  follow  and  trust  you  will  like  my 
little  effort.

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A RAG  PICKER'S  PICKIN'S 

Chester  F.  Clark  - PMCM  #974 

Most  intriguing,  and  often  times  puzzling,  is  a research  of  one's  hobby 
when  one  really  starts  digging  for  information.  I've  just  been  concen- 
trating for  hours  on  some  listings  of  obsolete  "broken  bank"  notes  of 
Michigan.  There  is  no  more  room  on  this  table,  but  I've  just  moved  some 
things  off  to  make  room  for  this  typewriter.  I'll  share  a few  observations 
with  you.  Some  of  my  actual  banknotes,  a lot  of  old  Numismatists,  and 
Harold  L.  Bowen's  two  books  are  scattered  here.  About  as  many  ques- 
tions arise  as  do  answers.  Possibly  some  questions  shall  always  keep 
pondering  us. 

D.C.  Wismer  of  Hatfield,  Pennsylvania  was  an  avid  collector,  an  ad- 
viser in  early  Numismatists,  and  a researcher  of  banknotes.  In  1 922  he 
started  publishing  such  a listing,  and  by  1927  his  published  listing  had 
reached  the  letter  M — Massachusetts  and  Michigan.  In  the  four  issues 
of  March,  April,  May,  and  June  in  1927  his  listing  for  Michigan  ap- 
peared with  some  illustrations. 

Harold  L.  Bowen  in  1955,  29  years  later,  published  his  State  Bank 
Notes  of  Michigan.  This  is  his  "blue  book",  the  standard  reference  now 
of  Michigan  obsolete  notes.  Bowen  also  published  his  "brown  book"  in 
which  he  lists  more  than  360  private  banks  and  exchange  offices  in 
Michigan.  In  the  early  to  mid-1960's  I recall  having  met  Harold  Bowen 
once,  at  a MSNS  state  show.  He  was  most  knowledgeable  on  Michigan 
notes,  a fine  gentleman,  and  had  the  reputation  of  wearing  bright  col- 
ored neckties. 

Bowen's  works  are  much  more  complete.  His  research  was  29  years 
later  and  Michigan  only,  whereas  Wismer  listed  all  states.  Wismer  listed 
alphabetically  by  the  name  of  thetown.  Bowen  listed  by  the  nameof  the 
bank.  Wismer  listed  all  kinds  of  banks  and  offices  known  in  one  list. 
Bowen  divided  his  into  two  listings,  the  blue  book  and  the  brown  book. 

Incidently  here  I shall  mention  another  very  good  article  in  the  March 
1 926  Numismatist.  Waldo  C.  Moore  had  titled  this  The  Buffalo  Hunt,  a 
paper  he  had  read  at  the  annual  ANA  convention  in  Detroit  the  summer 
before,  August  of  1925,  in  which  he  listed  broken  banknotes  which 
depict  the  buffalo,  or  correctly,  the  American  bison.  Thirteen  different 
vignettes  are  illustrated,  plus  the  famous  one  appearing  on  the  Lewis 
and  Clark  $ 1 0 U.S.  note.  A total  of  32  different  banknotes  showing  one 
or  more  bison  are  listed  under  the  13  illustrations.  Anytime  the  great 
seal  of  the  state  of  Indiana  is  completely  illustrated,  there  will  be  a bison. 
My  favorite  vignette  is  the  one  onf  the  $2.50  note  of  Lockport,  Illinois, 
The  Illinois  and  Michigan  Canal  Fund,  which  clearly  shows  the 
"crosseyed  buffalo". 

The  map  in  Bowen's  blue  book  showing  banking  towns  in  the  Lower 
Peninsula,  with  outlines  of  counties  and  the  towns  within  them,  is  most 
helpful.  This  helps  us  to  spot  the  location  of  such  banks  as  the  Bank  of 
Lake  St.  Clair  in  Belvidere,  The  Bank  of  Sharon  as  being  in  Washtenaw 
County,  Schwarzburg  Bank  in  Wayne  County,  and  The  Farmers  Bank  of 
Sandstone  as  being  in  Barry  and  Jackson  County.  Of  course  the  map 
does  not  include  the  Bank  of  Chippewa  and  Chippewa  County  Bank, 
both  in  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  and  the  Bank  of  Superior  in  Superior.  So  where 
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was  the  later  bank  located?  No  zip  code  listing  for  Superior  now,  but  in 
1930  one  could  send  mail  to  Superior,  Michigan  in  three  counties,  via 
Charlevoix  in  Charlevoix  Co.,  via  Baltic  in  Houghton,  and  via  Marquette 
in  Marquette.  Wouldn't  that  have  confused  the  post  office  folks? 

Banknote  makers  were  artistic  and  made  ornate  notes,  but  were  not 
the  best  of  spellers.  They  could  only  spell  a town  name  as  it  sounded,  or 
as  an  uneducated  bank  officer  submitted  ittothem.  Examples  of  this  are 
the  names  on  notes  such  as  Owasso,  Chippeway,  and  River  Raisen.  A 
hyphen  sometimes  appeared  in  a name  on  a note  such  as  Bank  of  Ann- 
Arbor  and  Bank  of  Cold-Water.  A notemaker  a thousand  miles  away 
might  not  be  aware  of  the  geography  of  a place.  I have  a pair  of  notes 
with  identical  vignettes.  The  harbor  scene  with  large  ships  and  small 
boats  may  be  appropriate  on  the  $5  Bank  of  Chippewa  note  for  Sault 
Ste.  Marie,  but  certainly  not  for  the  $10  Farmers  Bank  of  Sandstone 
note  for  inland  Jackson  County. 

The  Roman  numerals  for  the  $4  note  of  Bank  of  Monroe  are  the  older 
style  llll.  Silver  dollars  give  a note  a look  of  value.  The  $1  Bank  of 
Oakland,  Pontiac,  shows  the  reverse  of  one  U.S.  silver  dollar,  as  does 
the  $ 1 note  of  the  Peoples  Bank  of  Grand  River  in  Grand  Rapids.  Two 
silver  dollar  reverses  appear  on  the  $2  note  of  Saginaw  City  Bank,  one 
under  the  other. 

Most  obsolete  banknotes  are  seldom  seen  today.  Think  how  elusive 
some  must  be  when  Bowen,  after  years  of  study,  lists  them  then  says 
"no  description"  such  as  the  $20and  $ 50  notes  of  the  Bank  of  Ypsilan- 
ti  and  the  $3  note  of  the  Bank  of  Lake  St.  Clair,  Belvidere. 

Notes  which  are  signed,  dated,  and  circulated  often  have  interesting 
names  hand-penned  in  the  blank  as  payee.  I would  presume  the  notes 
were  more  likely  used  by  the  "or  bearer"  printed  on  the  note.  Politically 
important  persons,  if  that  person's  name  was  penned  in,  likely  would 
add  prestige  and  value  to  that  note.  A $ 1 Bank  of  Manchester  note  I own 
is  made  payable  to  S.T.  Mason  just  weeks  after  he  became  our  first 
Govenor. 

Town  names  in  some  cases  have  been  shortened  since  some  notes 
were  issued,  such  as  Jacksonburg  and  Flint  River.  Awhile  ago  I read 
somewhere  the  banknotes  of  Genessee  County  Bank  were  not  accep- 
table in  Flint  River  by  the  federal  land  bank  when  settlers  wished  to  buy  a 
farm.  Gold  coin  was  necessary. 

I like  the  name  of  the  Farmer's  Bank  of  Prarie  Ronde.  Bowen's  map 
shows  the  issuing  town  to  be  in  Kalamazoo  County,  the  town  of 
Schoolcraft,  kitty-coner  to  Kalamazoo  County,  getting  its  mail  via 
Marcellus,  and  having  64  persons  in  1930. 

Many  different  notes  were  issued  by  the  Bank  of  Washtenaw  in  Ann 
Arbor  including  high  denomination  notes  for  $50  and  $100.  But  one 
note  is  listed  without  denomination  as  a Post  Note.  What  is  a Post  Note? 
And  an  $8  note.  Why  this  denomination,  and  why  is  it  payable  through 
Green,  Brown,  and  Co.  in  New  York?  Wismer,  in  the  March  1927 
Numismatist  pictured  this  $8  note.  Bowen  lists  it,  but  seemingly  not  in 
his  long  rarity  list.

I have  also  recently  received  in  the  1977A  series  the  K/C  and  K/D 
blocks.  No  others  at  this  time.  They  seem  to  be  scattered  and  slow  arriv- 
ing. Still  no  reports  of  Star  notes  for  the  77A's. . . I haven't  received  any 
of  the  A/C  block  yet  either.  To  date  I have  hte  following;  A/B,  B/G,  C/K 
and  K/D.  All  of  course  in  my  ending  "55"  and  "ABAB".  Thank 
goodness! 

Something  to  note,  in  the  January  BEP  Report,  in  the  middle  of  its 
form,  it  indicated  that  the  G51/F  through  G972/F  and  G0832/* 
through  G0960/*  were  the  only  1977  $ 1 .00  notes  printed.  All  of  the 
rest  were  indicated  to  be  1 977A.  I hope  that  we  do  not  run  into  many 
corrections  to  these  reports  as  that  makes  for  a lot  of  confusion.  As  I 
have  indicated  before,  I will  be  happy  to  attempt  to  help  anyone  who 
wants  the  "E"  District  notes.  I perfer  that  those  who  write  supply  their 
own  stamped  return  envelope  for  their  needs  and  believe  that  this  is  the 
courtious  thing  to  do. 

Well,  not  only  did  we  have  beautiful  sping  like  weather  the  second 
week  in  March,  but  I also  was  able  to  locate  my  first  1977E/E  notes. 
Yes,  that  is  correct,  they  were  not  1 977A,  but  1977  Morton/Bluenthal. 
This  will  help  to  dispell  the  feelings  about  having  a 1 977A  E/D  block  for 
the  notes  were  well  into  the  E07xxxxxxE  range.  I would  imagine  that 
the  plates  used  by  the  BEP  to  print  this  currency  may  expire  during  this 
block  and  therefore  wer  may  expect  to  see  some  of  th  1 977A  E/E. . . ??? 
I hope  anyway! 

I also  ran  into  some  E/*  which  were  also  1977  and  carried  the 
E050883xx*  range.  I found  it  interesting  that  an  old  trademate  of  mine 
wrote  to  me  and  requested  a copy  of  the  BEP  Production  Report.
